Former Sen. Wendell 
Ford remembered 

Late last week, Kentucky 
lost one of its true statesmen 
with the passing of former 
U.S. Senator Wendell Ford. 
Ford passed away on Thurs¬ 
day, January 22, 2015. 

Since then, there have 
been numerous accolades 
about his many accomplish¬ 
ments in Washington, D.C. 
- from helping to write and 
pass the Family and Medi¬ 
cal Leave Act and the Motor 
Voter Act to promoting Ken¬ 
tucky’s signature coal and 
tobacco industries - but it is 
worth noting that several ac¬ 
tions taken during his time as 
governor continue to benefit 
Kentuckians today. 

Although he served in 
that office for just three years, 
leaving in 1974 to begin his 
tenure in the U.S. Senate, his 
administration overhauled 
how state government works 
and it also implemented the 
coal-severance tax while 
carving out the sales tax ex¬ 
emption for food and pre¬ 
scription drugs. 

The coal-severance tax, 
created in 1972, has since 
pumped hundreds of mil¬ 
lions dollars back into the 
coal counties, which receive 
half of the revenue. 

This money is now used 
for such things as boosting 
economic development, ex¬ 
tending needed infrastruc¬ 
ture and supporting energy- 
related research. Last year, 
the General Assembly added 
to that list when it set aside 
$2 million a year for schol¬ 
arships to help coal-county 
college students pursue their 
bachelor’s degree while stay¬ 
ing close to home. 

Strengthening the public 
postsecondary system was 
also a priority for Gov. Ford. 
His leadership helped Ken¬ 
tucky’s two newest universi¬ 
ties at the time - the Univer¬ 
sity of Louisville, which had 
been a municipally support¬ 
ed school for decades, and 
Northern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity - get off to a good start. 

Sen. Ford’s memorial 
service in the Rotunda this 
past Sunday was a fitting 
tribute given all that he ac¬ 
complished for Kentucky, 
and it’s just a short walk 
from there to the governor’s 
office where he served. It’s 
also close to where it all be¬ 
gan for him politically. 

That came just two

floors up, in the Kentucky 
House chamber where his 
dad served while he was 
an eight-year-old honorary 
page. It was in there where 
the young Ford gave his first 
public remarks. 

Few then could have 
guessed just how much he 
would do for Kentucky, but 
as we mourn his passing, 
there are few now unaware 
of the legacy he leaves be¬ 
hind. He truly made a differ¬ 
ence. 

I first met him when I 
was a young boy and my 
father was a member of the 
Kentucky House. Sen. Ford 
was then working with Gov¬ 


ernor Bert Combs as his ex¬ 
ecutive secretary. 

Later on, I served as a 
local campaign chairman 
for Sen. Ford’s senatorial 
campaigns, because I had 
such respect and admiration 
for how he did his job. He 
would always take time with 
me to talk about projects 
important to our region, be¬ 
cause that was how he was. 
He knew how to treat people 
and never acted like he was 
above them. 

It’s a lesson those of us 
in the General Assembly al¬ 
ways keep in mind. Next 
week, we return to the Capi¬ 
tol to begin the main portion 


of the 2015 Regular Session. 
We have 26 working days 
and a long agenda to cover.

Kentucky 2014 highway 
fatality figures released 

Highway fatalities in 
Kentucky increased in 2014 
after a record low in 2013. 

Kentucky Office of High¬ 
way Safety (KOHS) prelimi¬ 
nary figures from a Jan. 16 
report indicate 667 people 
lost their lives on Kentucky 
roadways last year, up from 
638 in 2013. However, it was 
the second lowest total since 
1949, when 573 fatalities 
were recorded. 

Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock, who is Gov. 

Steve Beshear’s designated 
representative for highway 
safety, said saving lives and 
reducing serious injuries is 
a top priority of the admin¬ 
istration. 

“We are saddened by 
the fatality increase, and we 
firmly believe that one fatal¬ 
ity is too many,” Hancock 
said. “The Governor’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee on High¬ 
way Safety is committed to 
providing direction on traf¬ 
fic safety issues as we move 
Toward Zero Deaths’ on 
Kentucky’s roadways.”

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of 18 highway safety agen¬ 
cies and organizations such 
as KOHS, Kentucky State 
Police (KSP), federal high¬ 
way agencies, local law en¬ 
forcement and emergency 
services. Its goal is to work 
cooperatively to update and 
implement Kentucky’s Stra¬ 
tegic Highway Safety Plan 
- “Toward Zero Deaths.” 

KOHS Executive Direc¬ 
tor Bill Bell said there were 
some encouraging trends in 
2014 on which to build. 

“Because more motorists 
took responsibility for their 
driving habits, there were 81 
days last year in which no 
one lost a loved one on our 
roadways, which is up from 
75 days in 2013,” Bell said. 
“We are committed to fo¬ 
cusing our efforts until that 
number of zero-death days 
reaches 365.” 

Until then, KOHS will 
analyze highway data to 
identify existing issues and 
attempt to predict future 
problems. 

“Another encouraging 
trend was our alcohol-related 
crashes, which were down 
by more than 2 percent,” Bell 
said. “This is a product of 
the tireless efforts by law en¬ 
forcement and prosecutors.” 

KSP Commissioner Rod¬ 
ney Brewer says the increase 
in fatalities during 2014 will 
not discourage his agency 
from striving Toward Zero 
Deaths’ in 2015. “We are 
utilizing real-time, digital 
traffic data to identify high 
crash corridors and increas¬ 
ing patrols and enforcement 
efforts in those areas.” 

“We must continue 
warning against the dangers 
of drunken and drugged driv¬ 
ing as well as promoting in¬ 
creased seat belt usage,” Bell 
said. “We’ll also maintain 
our focus on distracted driv¬ 
ing, pedestrian safety, motor¬ 
cycle safety, mature drivers 
and booster seat safety.” 

The figures will remain 
classified as preliminary un¬ 
til all highway crash data is 
collected. A final report is 
expected by April.

Sundowner 

syndrome

If you care for some¬ 
one with dementia or Al¬ 
zheimer’s disease you may 
notice that they get increas¬ 
ingly agitated, anxious, more 
confused or aggressive as 
the sun begins to set. These 
symptoms may be associated 
with sundowner syndrome. 
Sundowner syndrome causes 
people to be confused at the 
end of the day and into the 
night. It is common for indi¬ 
viduals who are sundowning 
to pace, wander, ignore di¬ 
rections and not sleep well. 

While the cause of sund¬ 
owner syndrome is not fully 
understood by scientists, 
theories to its cause include 
changes in a person’s inter¬ 
nal biological clock, which 
is controlled by circadian 


rhythms; changes in body 
temperature; sleeping disor¬ 
der; inadequate exposure to 
light and a side effect to some 
medication. The shorter and 
sometimes grayer days of 
winter can sometimes exac¬ 
erbate these symptoms. 

As a caregiver, various 
environmental or behavioral 
changes can help alleviate 
some of the symptoms as¬ 
sociated with sundowning. 
For example, morning light 
therapy may help alleviate 
restlessness, sleeplessness 
and agitation. Researchers 
suggest trying to shine a full- 
spectrum fluorescent lamp 
on the individual while they 
are participating in morn¬ 
ing activities such as eating 
breakfast or watching tele¬ 
vision. Pulling the blinds 
and turning regular lights on 
earlier in the evening may 
also help alleviate stress as¬ 
sociated with the sun set¬ 


ting. When possible, it can 
be helpful to organize daily 
events and activities, includ¬ 
ing doctor’s appointments, 
visits and outings early in the 
day. Exercise during the day 
can even increase evening 
tiredness and lead to a more 
restful night. A supplement 
of melatonin has also shown 
promise in helping individu¬ 
als cope with sundowner 
syndrome.

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Support a Smoke Free Kentucky 


Last year, the Kentucky 
Rural Health Association had 
many letters to the editor written 
urging Kentuckians to become 
engaged in the Smoke-Free 
Legislation. As the Executive 
Director of the Kentucky Ru¬ 
ral Health Association, Tina 
McCormick, is requesting all 
Kentuckians, to contact their 
elected state officials to support 
a strong, statewide, smoke-free 
workplace law during the 2015 
Kentucky General Assembly 
session. 

It’s time for Kentucky to 
join the growing number of 
states, counties, and cities that 
have enacted smoke-free laws 
that apply to all workplaces and 
public places, including res¬ 
taurants and bars. Twenty-four 
states and nearly 500 munici¬ 
palities have enacted such laws. 
Nearly half of the U.S. popula¬ 
tion now lives in areas with this 
important health protection. 

Regrettably, many residents 
and workers in Kentucky do 
not yet have the right to breathe 
clean, smoke-free air. Too often 
when they enter a workplace or 
public establishment, Kentuck¬ 
ians are still exposed to harmful 
secondhand smoke, which con¬ 
tains more than 7,000 chemicals, 
including hundreds that are toxic 
and at least 70 that are proven to 
cause cancer. In addition to the 
danger to public health, second¬ 
hand smoke also harms Ken¬ 
tucky’s business image. That’s 
why the Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce has joined hundreds 
of health and medical organiza¬ 
tions and community groups in 
supporting a state law to make 
all indoor workplaces smoke- 
free. 

The good news is that about 
31% of Kentuckians are protect¬ 
ed by comprehensive, smoke- 
free laws or regulations passed 
at the city or county level. These 
laws are an appropriate response 
from local leaders to the over¬ 
whelming scientific evidence 
that secondhand smoke is a se¬ 
rious health hazard that causes 
heart disease, lung cancer, 
and other serious illnesses. As 
smoke-free laws have spread, 


the evidence in Kentucky is that 
these laws protect health with¬ 
out harming business in bars, 
restaurants, and other hospital¬ 
ity venues. 

As Kentucky legisla¬ 
tors again prepare to consider 
smoke-free legislation, I want 
to share with you the evidence 
that secondhand smoke is haz¬ 
ardous to human health and that 
smoke-free laws protect health 
without harming business. I also 
want to share information about 
the Kentucky Rural Health As¬ 
sociation, and other members 
of the Smoke-Free Kentucky 
coalition, advocating for a com¬ 
prehensive, smoke-free law that 
applies to all workplaces and 
public places and is free of ex¬ 
emptions that would leave some 
people exposed. 

Secondhand smoke is 
a serious health hazard 

There is now overwhelm¬ 
ing and irrefutable evidence that 
secondhand smoke harms hu¬ 
man health. As the U.S. Surgeon 
General stated when releasing 
a landmark 2006 report on sec¬ 
ondhand smoke, “The debate is 
over. The science is clear. The 
Surgeon General’s conclusions 
from both reports include: 

• Secondhand smoke is 
a toxic mix of more than 7,000 
chemicals that attack every or¬ 
gan in the body. 

• Secondhand smoke 
causes lung cancer and heart dis¬ 
ease in non-smoking adults and 
respiratory and ear infections, 
more severe asthma attacks, 
sudden infant death syndrome, 
and low birth weight in chil¬ 
dren. According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion, nearly 50,000 Americans 
die each year from lung cancer 
and heart disease caused by sec¬ 
ondhand smoke exposure. 

• The only way to protect 
non-smokers from secondhand 
smoke is to require smoke-free 
workplaces and public places. 
Other approaches, such as air 
ventilation systems and smok¬ 
ing and non-smoking sections, 
do not work. 

These findings lead to one 
clear conclusion: no one should 


have to put up with the seri¬ 
ous health risks of secondhand 
smoke in order to earn a living 
or enjoy an evening at a bar or 
restaurant. 

Smoke-free laws protect 
health without 
harming business 

As we debate smoke-free 
legislation, opponents continue 
to make the usual, unfounded 
arguments that smoke-free laws 
hurt business. These arguments 
are not supported by the facts. 
Dozens of scientific studies and 
the experience of the growing 
number of smoke-free states and 
cities all show the same thing: 
smoke-free laws at worst have 
no impact on the restaurant and 
bar business and even have a 
positive impact in some cases. 

These findings are not sur¬ 
prising given the strong public 
support for smoke-free laws and 
strong preference for smoke- 
free establishments. A 2014 
poll found that Kentucky voters 
support a statewide smoke-free 
law by a 65% to 29% margin. 
Smoke-free laws that 
are comprehensive are 
also the most effective 

Kentucky can learn from 
other states that passed partial, 
smoke-free laws in the past. 
When all indoor workplaces are 
covered, the law is easily under¬ 
stood and the public and busi¬ 
ness owners are often required 
to do little more than ask smok¬ 
ers to step outside. 

In summary, smoke-free 
laws have been unmitigated and 
popular successes here in Ken¬ 
tucky at the local level and virtu¬ 
ally everywhere they have been 
implemented. Comprehensive 
laws protect everyone equally, 
achieve nearly universal com¬ 
pliance, and improve air quality 
and the health of workers almost 
immediately. Finally, the hospi¬ 
tality industry thrives - despite 
claims to the contrary - and the 
public appreciates smoke-free 
laws.

OTHER USES 
FOR BOTOX 


Other USES FOR BOTOX 
Just about everyone is familiar 
with Botox, which is the trade 
name for “botulinum toxin A.” 
The substance secreted by the 
bacteria responsible for botulism 
causes paralysis and even death, 
but it can be useful as a muscle 
relaxant in its diluted form. 
While Botox has become famous 
for its ability to unfurrow brows, 
it should be pointed out that 
the FDA approved Botox for 
use by ophthalmologists before 
it gained approval for treating 
facial lines. In 1989, the FDA 
approved botulinum toxin A for 
treating strabismus (“crossed 
eyes”) due to its ability to 
relax the muscles that pull 
eyeballs out of their alignment. 
Ophthalmologists also use 
Botox to treat “blepharospasm,” 
the uncontrolled contractions of 
eyelid muscles that cause rapid 



blinking.

Howdy F oiks! Area 
residents awoke to snow this 
Monday morning that has 
prompted numerous school 
closings. For those who 
have to venture out into this 
wintry day, we pray for safe 
passage to and from your 
destinations! It is during these 
days and nights filled with 
snow and ice that we realize 
our deepest appreciation for 
the County and State Road 
Departments employees! 
Of course, they will tell you 
that getting up all hours of 
the night is part of their job 
and they appreciate these 
opportunities to serve their 
fellow citizens of Bracken 
County, but we send each of 
them a huge “Thank You”! 
It’s hard to be cheerful under 
these circumstances, but these 
dedicated public servants are 
anxious to keep the roads 
cleared, allowing the rest of 
us to do our jobs! After all, 
if the roads were not cleared, 
we wouldn’t even be able to 
get to the office to work on 
Annual Reports, taxes and 
all the other 4 good stuff’! 

2015 is moving right 
along and our first road clean 
of the year is just a couple 
of months away! If there 
are any non-profit groups 
that want to sign up for this 
litter pickup, please leave a 
message on our office phone 
at 735-9960. We need the 
name of the contact person 
for the group and a phone 
number. Last year our Litter 
Patrol Groups spent 1,223 
hours picking up 811 bags 
of trash on 167.9 miles of 
roadways in Bracken County! 
That is roughly a little over 
TEN TONS of litter! And 
roughly at least 80%, or eight 
tons, of that amount was 
recyclable! It goes without 
saying that those who 
participated in litter pickup 
will not become litterbugs;

Bracken County 4-H 
Shooting Sports to 
hold safety meeting 
Thurs., January 29 

Bracken County 4H 
shooting sports is ready 
to kick off another year of 
fun! The 4H shooting sports 
program is open to any 
youth of Bracken County 
ages 9-18. We will have 
our first safety meeting on 
Thursday, January 29, 2015 
starting at 6:00 p.m. at the 
Bracken County Extension 
office. The safety training is 
a requirement for any youth 
that wants to shoot in the 4H 
program. If your child wants 
to participate in the program, 
they will need to be present 
for this safety meeting. 
A second safety meeting 
is scheduled for Monday, 
February 9 th , for those unable 
to attend the first meeting. A 
schedule of events will be 
handed out at the meetings. 

The 4H shooting program 
offers shotgun (trap/clay 
pigeon), Rifle, BB, Archery 
and Pistol. Youth ages 9-18 
will be able to participate 
with air pistol and youth 12- 
18 will be able to participate 
in the 22 pistol division. 

Our program will 
teach the youth about 
firearm safety, cleaning and 
maintenance of the firearm 
and how to properly handle 
the firearm. We have certified 
coaches that will be working 
with the youth to make sure 
they handle the firearms in 
a safe manner. Children will 
be supervised at all times. 

It is encouraged to sign 
up for 4H at the Extension 
Office if you have not yet 
done so. 

There will be some 
paperwork for parents to fill 
out at the safety meeting.

Preparing your bow 
for the offseason 

Archery hunters in Ken¬ 
tucky enjoy a generous deer 
season that opens in late 
summer and spans more than 
four months. 

When it closed ear¬ 
lier this week, hunters had 
pushed the overall harvest 
past 130,000 for the third 
consecutive season and to 
Kentucky’s second-highest 
harvest total on record. 

Archers played a big 
role in the success, arrowing 
more than 18,000 whitetails, 
and may be left wondering 
what to do next. 

The hardcore bowhunter 
might turn attention to other 
hunting opportunities or de¬ 
vote more time to improv¬ 
ing shooting form and skills 
through practice. 

For those who intend to 
put their bow up, performing 
some routine maintenance 
now can help ensure it’s 
ready to go when the urge 
hits to reach for it again. 

“If you shot it and were 
comfortable with it all fall 
and put it away, you should 
feel comfortable enough 
when you get ready to pull it 
back out that it’s still pretty 
close,” said Dave Frederick, 
public lands biologist with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
and a high school archery 
coach. “You’re still going 
to have to shoot it and make 
sure your arrows are on tar¬ 
get.” 

A bow’s lifeline is its 
string and cables, so it’s im¬ 
portant to inspect them for 
wear and replace any that are 
damaged. 

A broken string is the 
worst-case scenario, and it 
happens all the time, Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife Ft. 
Richard Adkins said. 

“It usually breaks at the 
contact points in the cam 
where the string rolls,” said 
Adkins, who started bow¬ 


hunting when he was 15 
years old. “When you shoot 
that bow and that cam whips, 
there are high-wear areas on 
the cables. If those are left 
unchecked or you just keep 
shooting, there’s a possibil¬ 
ity your string could break. 
You don’t want to take that 
chance.” 

To protect your string 
and cables, apply string wax 
and work it in by hand or with 
a small piece of leather. The 
friction warms the wax and 
helps the string absorb it. 

“Keeping those strings 
well waxed and protected is 
a big thing,” Frederick said. 
“Even when the bow is not 
in use, it conditions those 
strings and makes them last 
longer.” 

Whether you hunted a 
few days or several, you’ve 
been out in the elements. 

Rain and snow fell, 
and temperatures fluctuated 
wildly during Kentucky’s 
archery deer season. Take a 
damp cloth and wipe off any 
accumulated dirt and grime. 
This is also a good time to 
clean any broadheads. If a 
bow sight uses batteries, re¬ 
move them to eliminate the 
risk of corrosion. Also, check 
and tighten any loose screws 
and make sure all attachment 
points for bow accessories 
are secure. 

Another good practice is 
to inspect the bow’s limbs, 
looking for any cracks or 


splinters. 

“I can’t tell you how 
many people have brought 
me bows and I’ve found 
cracked limbs,” Adkins said. 
“You need to check your 
limbs and inspect them.” 

Once you’re satisfied the 
bow is in good shape, store 
it somewhere that isn’t prone 
to extreme heat or exposed 
to direct sunlight. Ultraviolet 
light can damage certain ma¬ 
terials on the bow over time. 

“My bow is usually in its 
bow case during the offsea¬ 
son, if I have an offseason,” 
Frederick said. “If I know 
I’m going to be shooting my 
bow two or three nights this 
week, I’ve got hooks in my 
basement where it’s not in 
direct sunlight.” 

Follow the manufactur¬ 
er’s maintenance recommen¬ 
dations and specs, but know 
your limitations. If you don’t 
feel comfortable perform¬ 
ing the work, or don’t have 
the proper tools, ask a fellow 
bowhunter or visit your local 
pro shop. 

A diligent archer be¬ 
comes intimately familiar 
with a bow over time and 
inspects it before and after 
every use. The end of bow 
season is a good time to do 
the same. Doing so can pro¬ 
long the life of a bow and 
instill confidence that it will 
be ready to perform when it 
counts most.

Safe Use of Standby Generators 


From Leon and rest of us, 
fare-thee-well Mr. Cub; UK 
continues on the Glory Road

day and it made me think of an¬ 
other Mr. Cub. Leon Singleton. 

Lives in McCreary County 
these days, Leon. He and the rest 
of us who took to dusty baseball 
fields on the hot July days of our 
youth, celebrate that Mr. Cub 
came our way.

Standby generators pro¬ 
vide emergency electrical 
power during disruptions 
caused by winter storms and 
other disasters. However, you 
need to take some special 
precautions to ensure safe, 
efficient operation of these 
generators. 

Make sure to purchase a 
generator that is rated for the 
amount of power you need 
and buy one that will supply 
more titan what you need, 
so you don’t blow a fuse or 
damage the equipment you 
plan to attach to the genera¬ 
tor. You’ll find power infor¬ 
mation on the labels of ap¬ 
pliances, lighting and other 
equipment. The wattage on 
a light bulb indicates the 
amount of power it needs. 

The main hazards of us¬ 
ing a generator are carbon 
monoxide poisoning, elec¬ 
tric shock and fire. There are 
some precautions you can 
take to make sure you don’t 
have a mishap. 

Use a double-throw type 
transfer switch if you’re con¬ 
necting a standby generator 
directly to an existing electri¬ 
cal wiring system to provide 
power for a home, farm or 
small business. A double¬ 
throw switch allows you to 
place the switch into two dif¬ 
ferent positions. 

One position feeds nor¬ 
mal power from the utility 
line to the load, such as the 
household or building circuit, 
just like the power flows un¬ 
der normal circumstances. 
In the other position, it dis¬ 
connects the utility line and 
feeds power from the standby 
generator to the household or 
building circuit. 

Remember, anytime a 
standby generator is wired 
or directly connected into a 
household or building wir¬ 
ing system, a transfer switch 
must be used for the connec¬ 
tion. 

A double-throw type 
transfer switch is required by 
the National Electric Code 
and by electric utility com¬ 
panies for two very good rea¬ 
sons. First, it prevents power 
backflow from the standby 
generator through the util¬ 
ity power line. This prevents 
possible electrocution of 
utility linemen working to 
restore service to the power 
lines. Second, it prevents 
damage to the standby gen¬ 
erator when electrical service 
is restored; otherwise, the 
generator could be damaged 
extensively when power is 
reestablished. 

You won’t need to use a 
double-throw type transfer 
switch if you’re plugging 
individual appliances like a 
refrigerator, freezer, sump 
pump or power tools directly 
into a small portable genera¬ 
tor. 

These are some more 
safety considerations to re¬ 
member when using standby 
generators: 

Ground the generator us¬ 
ing number six copper wire 
and an eight-foot ground rod 
that is properly bonded to the 
electrical grounding system. 

To avoid the possibility 
of carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing, never operate a standby 
generator in a basement or 


other enclosed area or near 
windows or doors that may 
lead into living spaces. Use 
battery operated carbon mon¬ 
oxide detectors, and if you 
start to feel sick, dizzy or 
weak while using a generator, 
get to fresh air right away. 

Use extreme caution 
when operating the generator 
in wet conditions. 

Use only approved con¬ 
tainers to store fuel. Never 
refill fuel when the generator 
is running or while the engine 
is hot; always allow ample 
time for it to cool down first. 

Do not shut off the gen¬ 
erator under load. 

For more information on 
transfer switches and other 
necessary measures for safe 
installation and use of stand¬ 
by generators, contact your 
local electric utility company 
or a qualified electrician. The 
Bracken County Cooperative 
Extension Service also has 
information on safety prac¬ 
tices around the home, farm 
and business.
